Water is not a food within the strict 
meaning of the word, but it is necess- 
ary to the maintenance of human life. 
It forms a part of every bone, muscle, 
nerve, and tissue in the body, and m 
such large proportions that itaggre- 
gates nearly sixty per cent of the tot- 
al weight. In young aniunals the per 


jeent is somewhat higher, and in old or 


very fat animals the per cent is some- 
what lower.
